“WHAT THE IRISH WANT.” 


A CLEAR STATEMENT OF THEIR DEMANDS. 

CHIC AO, Oct. 17.—[Editor of the Tribune. 
Britisb politicians, Whig, Tory, and Radical, 
have almost constantly complained since the 


the Irishmen did not formulate their plans or 
define their objects. At the same time it was 
maintained that the home-rulers really meant 
separation from Great Britain—that the agita- 
tion was but ** veiled rebellion.“ 

In answer to these complaints and objections, 
probably, Au Irish Nationalist,“ behind whose 
anonymity there is little difficulty in discover- 
ing Mr. T. M. Healy, member of Parliament 
for Monaghan, and Parnell's ablest lieutenant, 
has published a series of articles in the Pall 
Mall Gazette, in one of which he tells English- 
men what will satisfy Ireland, and in which 
he disclaims oa the part of the. home- 
rulers any desire for separation. Restor- 
ing freedom and independence to  Ire- 
land.“ de says, would cost England 
nothing, but would, on the other hand, 
as I and many hope, add strength and solidity to 
the Empire, promote bappier intercourse de-,

Having thus set bimselt right before his 
British readers, be proceeds to summarize the 
Irish demands. He says: 

“We seek a separate Parliament—a do- 
mestic Legisiature independent of 
giand on the domestic matters committed to 
our care; but we are content that all er- 
ternal legislation, and such legislation as is 
not merely Irish, shall remain under the Im- 
perial Parliament as at present. We will not 
concede to the Imperial Parliament a veto on 
Trish legislation. Rather than accept it we 
would bequeath the struggle to our successors. 
: „ Nothing would escape the veto which 
at all seemed truly national, The Irish party 
would, I believe, accept the limitations of Mr. 
Giadstone’s manifesto: (1) We do not seek to 
weaken the supremacy of the crown. (2) We 
do not seek to disintegrate the unity 
of the Empire. (3) We do not 
want to ‘minimize the authority of Parliament 
necessary for the conservation of that unity,’ 
provided this does not imply Mr. Chamber- 
lain’s idea of a veto. These ‘are the only limi- 
tations drawn by Mr. Gladstone. Within them 
he coaceives it possible to find ‘an equitable 
settlement.’ So do we.“ 

Tne writer points out that, as the military 
forces in Ireland would continue under the au- 
thority of the Imperial Parliament, and as 
every strategic point would be occupied by 
them, there would be ampie guarantee 
forcible separation. Moreover, though the 
control of the police force should belong to 
the Irish Parliament, Mr. Healy would, in or- 
der to allay English fears, consent to have the 
force limited in. numbers and, if it should be 
thought necessary, they should be forbidden 
the use of rifies. Certain branches of the rev- 
enue he would have under imperial control, 
thus guaranteeing equality of taxa uon for the 
support of the Imperial Government, army, 
and navy, detween Great Britain and Ireland. 

He does not think it would be at all difficult 
for Irishmen and Englishmen to agree on a 
satisfactory arrangement if they would only 
come together to discuss the matter caimly 
and without passion. There is bope in the 
fact that the Norwegian Constitution was drawn 

up in four days, and; that it bas stood the test 
of seventy years. The Irishmen would clearly 
be content at an arrangement between their 
country and Great Britain similar to that be- 
tween Norway and Sweden. Mr. Healy says: 

* Personally, I should prefer to see the new 
Constitution made by Mr. Gladstone. The Re- 
formed Parliament of 1833 abolished siavery 
in the British colonies. Curiously enough, it 
was the first Parliament in which Mr. Giad- 
stone sat. The Reformed Parliament of 1886 
will probably, I regret to think, be bis last, and 
it would be a fitting termination of his great 
career if he should assist that Parliament to 
put an end to the long centuries of siavery by 
which England reduced Ireland to decrepi- 


tude.

Ireland, if the Lib 
erals return to power—which is most probable 
—will be granted a large measure of seli-gov- 
ernment.

THE ELECTION-LAW ISSUE. 

The constitutionality of the new City Elec- 
tion law is not a matter in issue before the 
voters, and the people are not called upon to 
make any decision in regard to that question. 
Any dispute as to the constitutionality of the 
law presents a purely legal question which 
belongs exclusively to the Supreme Court, 
and cannot, therefore, be submitted to the 


„„ 


bility in the decision of this question will 
find himself voting in the air, and it is hardly 
to be supposed that the people will be hum- 
bugged with the notion that they are to take 
the place of the Supreme Court and pass on 
the constitutionality of the law. It is their 
duty, on the contrary, to follow the legal as- 
sumption that the law is constitutional. and 
vote on it simply as a matter of public policy, 
leaving all legal questions to be settled by the 
court which alone has the power to decide. 
The new Election law should be voted for 


upon its merits alone. 


The presumption in regard to every law is 
that it is constitutional in the absence of a 
decision of the Supreme Court to the con- 
trary. The new Election law was drafted 
by some of the best lawyers in Chicago and 
was adopted by a Legislature composed 
largely of lawyers, after it had been exam- 
ined and approved by the proper committees 
in each House. It was then approved by 
the Governor, who acted in the light of the 
advice furnished him by the Attorney-General 
of the State. In this posture of affairs the 
law could be overturned only by a majority 
opinion of the Supreme Court; but owing 
to the vacancy in that body an au- 
thoritative opinion one way or the 
other cannot be obtained until another 
Judge is elected and the matter is sub 
mitted to a full bench. In this situation it 
would be unseemly and ridiculous for any 
voters to imagine thatthey are to decide as 
to the constitutionality of the law in advance 
of any aetion by the Supreme Court. Such 
a question cannot be submitted to the people, 
and their votes will have no bearing on the 
final decision. 

It must be remembered that the Election 
law remains inert until quickened into ex- 
istence by a vote of the people. If the-peo- 
| ple desire to have the constitutional question 
determined squarely and fairly by the only 
body competent to act, let them furnish the 
affirmative vote which is necessary to pre- 
sent the issue in proper form. If the law 
is unconstitutional the Supreme Court can so 
decide. 

The actual question before the citizens is, 
Do they want to put an end to ballot-box stuff- 
ing, gang rule, and fraudulent elections ? Do 
they want genuine ‘‘home rule” in local 
affairs according to the will of a majority of 
the legal voters? Are they willing to con- 
tinue longer under the present wretched 
system of false elections, or do they favor 
efforts to secure reform? These are the 
only questions in issue before the people. 
If there are any minor defects in the law 
they can be discovered by trial next year and 
promptly amended at the next Session of the 
Legislature. There is no excuse or pretext 
to justify any voter who is honest in 


_opposing this law either on constitutional or 


other grounds; it is simply the only prac- 
ticable and feasible means of reform now 
within reach, and it should at least be ac- 
corded a fair trial on its merits. Adopt the 
law, and all remaining questions can then be 
speedily decided by the proper authority. 


REFORM THE COUNTY BOARD. 

A paramount object of political importance 
which should now engage the serious atten- 
tion of the taxpayers of Cook County and the 
honest men of both parties is the reform of 


the County Board. The trickeries and cor- 


ruptions of the thievish gang which is now 
in control of county affairs have reached a 
point where they mean bankruptcy or intol- 
erable taxation unless they are checked. 
In plain words, the thieves are stealing 
everything in sight. They have wrecked the 
Treasury and are now hypothecating the 
future. They have even gone to the extent 
of packing the grand jury in the interests of 
crime, of further stealing, and of political 
frauds which may be used with impunity to 
keep themselvesin power. Having wrecked 
the finances of the ccunty, they are now de- 


| liberately menacing justice itself. 


When this corrupt so-called Democratic 
County Board came into power the financial 
affairs of the county were in good shape and 
there was plenty of money for all legitimate 
purposes; now the Treasury is pratically 
bankrupt owing to the waste, extravagance, 
and stealing which have been practiced by 
the gang. rding to the statement of the 
Assistant ty Treasurer the warrants now 
outstanding against the Treasury’s general 
fund aggregate about $140,000, to meet which 
there is about $10,000, and $10,000 more 
may come in by the ist of next January. 
Until the taxes come in next spring it will 
require $100,000 per month, or $700,000, to 
meet the current expenses alone of running 
the county, not to mention other liabilities 
meurred by the profligate gang which 
must be satisfied.

ents, whose names can never be found in a 
directory, it is not only suspicious, but it is 
a demonstration that the gang have packed 
it for corrupt purposes and to thwart justice. 

How long are the honest, respectable, de- 


cent taxpayer and merchant of this city go- 


ing to stand this rule of the gang and the 
criminal classes in league with them? Is it 
not time for them to arouse from their leth- 
argy and oust as many ot the rascals from 


the board this fall as they can reach? 


is it not time to put four men in 
nomination for the board who will 
need no reference, who will be 80 
well known that they will command the con- 
fidence and the votes of the taxpayers at 
once, and about Whose eleetion there will be 
no doubt?

GLADSTON g's SUCCESSOR. 

Mr. Gladstone has decided that Mr. Cham- 
berlain and not Lord Hartington shail be his 
successor as leader of the English Liberal 
party. The ex-Premier’s personal organ, 
the London Daily News, in an inspired arti- 
cle says that the Hartington leadership is a 
thing of the past, and that the distinction 
now devolyes on Mr. Chamberlain. Lord 
Hartington’s recent too conservative course, 
it intimates, has put him out of the question, 

This declaration will no doubt lead to the 
secession of Whigs from the Liberal party. 
The process of disintegration has already 
commenced. Mr, Goschen, the ablest of the 
Whigs, is a candidate for the representation 
of one of the Edinburg divisions. He is be- 
ing supported by the Tories. The Radicals 
have nominated a candidate in opposition 
tohim. Mr. Albert Grey, another Whig, is 
being supported by the Tories at Tyneside, 
and is opposed by a Radical candidate. 
Goschen and Hartington have been ridi- 
culing Mr. Chamber lain's program in their 
speeches. The Radical leader has warmly 
and eſtectively retorted. He has clearly 
made up his mind to force them out of the 
party, believing them to be obstructions to 
its progress. He has repeatedly declared 
that he would not accept office in any Gov- 
ernment which would not include in its im- 
mediate future policy (1) free schools, (2) a 
readjustment of methods of taxation, and 
(8) reform of the land laws, which would 


include the allotment of houses and plots of | 


ground to agricultural laborers at moderate 
rents. As all the Whigs who have spoken 
and all their newspaper organs have sneered 
at these proposals, and have by speech and 
editorial bitterly opposed them; and as the 
vast majority of the Liberal candidates have 
warmly supported Mr. Chamberlain, it is 
probable that the Whigs and Radicals must 
part. The Whigs will arrive in the Tory 
camp by easy stages. The genuine Liberals 
WII go to the constituencies” alone and 
fight the electoral battle on Mr. Chamber- 
lain’s platform, as it will be interpreted 
this time by Mr. Gladstone. 

That platform is very comprehensive. It 
is not confined to the three proposals already 
referred to. It also contemplates the dis- 
establishment and disendowment of the State 
church, the abolition of the House of Lords, 
opposition to royal grants, self-government 
for Ireland, local self-government for the 
English and Scotch counties, the limitation of 
landed estates, the restoration of their patri- 
mony. to the Scotch crofters, the abolition of 
the laws of primogeniture and entail, and 
the restoration of the endowments monopo- 
lized by the aristocratic and Philistine ”’ 
middle-classes to the people for whom they 
were orignally intended—the working poor. 

But can Mr. Chamberlain win with such a 
program ? There are good reasons to believe 
that he can. He starts out with great advan- 
tages. The 2,000,000 new voters, if we can 
eredit the edrreapondents of the London 
Times and the London Daily News who have 


recently been among them, are strongly dis- 


posed to favor the Radicals. The Liberals 
conferred the voting privilege on them. In 
gratitude they must necessarily support the 
Liberal candidates. The recent Trades-Union 
Congress at Sonthport emphatically and 
unanimously declared in favor of the ad- 
vanced Liberal program. The redistribution 
also favors the adherents of Mr. Chamber- 
lain. The representation of the dull, stupid 
East and Southeast of England has been 
reduced, The representation of Scotland, 
Northern England, and of the Celtic and 
‘Radical Southwestern portion has been in- 
creased. The urban constituencies will also 
have an enlarged representation. 

Of its seventy-two members Scotland will 
send sixty-eight to aid Mr. Chamberlain. All 
the Welsh members (twenty-five) will be his 
supporters. London, which will have seven- 
ty members in thé next Parliament, will 
elect at least sixty Chamberlainites. The 
district of England north of the southern 


boundary of Yorkshire will.elect an almost 


solid Chamberlain delegation. If the Rad- 
ical leader and Parnell could agree he would 
have the support of about ninety-five Irish 
members,

Mr. Percy Greg, an optimist- 
ie Tory, in a recent number of the National 
Review, the new magazine of his party, tries

started within twenty-four hours after the 
facts were brought to light. The grand 
jury which is about to convene. will do noth- 
ing unless itis thoroughly purged and recon- 
structed by the court. A jury packed by the 
County Commissioners, with at least a dozen 
bummers, loafers, and gin-mill operators on 
the list, can scarcely be expected to find in- 
dictments in these cases. But that does not 
excuse the public prosecutors for a failure to 
bring suits to recover some of the plunder. 


And in order that profligate school officials 


may be reached by indictment, Commission- 


ers should be elected who will not pack grand 


juries to prevent it. 


REDUCED INCOMES. 

The lessening of the rates of interest on 
the use of money, to which we referred a few 
days ago, has wrought an tmportant change 
in the condition of a rather large part of the 
community. It has reduced their income 


from what was a comfortable sum to one on 


which they find it difficalt to live without re- 
ducing their expenses toa point where they 
feel the pinch of comparative penury. To 
the capitalist whose, income is far greater 
than his ability to spend, the lessening of in- 
terest rates simply means a retarded speed in 
the process of rolling up à larger pile to be 
distributed among his heirs, and per- 
haps to be fought over by them. But 
the number of these persons is small 
by the side of those to whom a moderate in- 
come has been their all, and the hope of be- 
ing able to increase their capital well-nigh 
infinitesimal. The listjincludes parents, and 
widows, with or without children, whose 
mainstay has died and left them a few 
thousands of dollars, which, invested in 
stocks or bonds, has hitherto yielded a sum 
per annum each payment of: which is ex- 
hausted by the time the next becomes due, 
and the coming installment anticipated in 
many cases by the incurring of debts to be 
liquidated at the next pay-day. The number 
of these persons exceeds that of the capital- 
ists proper, as it is in turn exceeded by that 
of the improvident among the wage-workers, 
who never attempt to lay by something 
against a rainy day. 

The change has some compensation in the 
decreased cost of living on the former scale, 
but it is only a partial.one. It is difficult 
now to obtain more-than two-thirds as much 
for the use of a named Sum of money as ten 
years ago, while the necessaries of life have 
searcely been cheapened to exceed one- 
fourth, and perhaps not so much as that. 
It takes so much more money to produce a 
given result without impairing the capital as 
to have effected a radical change in many a 
relation of life besides those which might be 
thought to fall in the class above mentioned, 
For instance: A few years ago twenty thou- 
sand dollars was regarded as sufficient-to en- 
dow a chair in a university, as 10 per cent, or 
at least 8, could be depended upon by dint of a 
little business tact 6n the part of the 
trustees. But this sum is barely half enough 
to endow a professional chair today, and not 
a few of our universities are in a strait 
place chiefly because the original endowments 
have ceased to be adequate, and the average 
public-spirited citizen is far more willing to 
give toward-the establishment of a new fund 
than to the increasing of an old one up to the 
point of efficiency. Andthus the so-called 
higher education länguishes for lack of 
support, while the pniitic-school system has 
vastly increased in its scope for usefulness. 
‘There are some who think this. condition of 
things is not to be bewailed; but the fact re- 
mains, and the same femark might be made 
by the unfeeling in reference to the other in- 
comes we. have noted. In all these, and 
other cases, it is necessary to cut the coat 
according to the cloth’’; and the deprived 
ones must manage to struggle along, or yield 
up the contest, leaving the fittest to survive. 
They must suffer, or suceumb to the resist- 
less flow of the business current. 

It is not probable that we shall see a re- 
turn to the days of high Interest or large divi- 
dends in any but the exceptional cases which 
partake of the character of a monopoly; and 
the tendency of the age is decidedly toward a 
lessening of the number of privileged insti- 
tutions. There is too much capital in the 
world, and the use of paper permits the em- 
ployment of every dollar so many times for 
every once that it could be used a few years 
ago, that high ratesof interest on money and 
large profits on busmess will alike be limited 
to the eases belonging to the class known as 
hazardous,“ in whieh the owner of the 
capital stands in risk of losing it all. And 
so the world may as well prepare itself te 
act under the new conditions which promise 
to be permanent: We may perhaps be the 
more easily reconciled to the new order of 
things by the reflection that it is but 
a reversion to former conditions, and 
those far less remote than the average 
reader may suppose, The general lending 
of money is really of very modern date. It 
was the exception in-ancient times, and up 
to a few score years ago it was rare. Those 
who have read that the father of Alexander 
Pope retired from business with a box of 
gold which he carried with him to his coun- 
try home, and drew from it as oceasion re- 
quired; without a thought of being able to 
put it out at interest, may be able to under- 
stand more of the pecuniary nature of things 
at acomparatively recent period than can be 
obtained from the reading of a ponderous 
“history” that tells of little more than the 
wars of the people and the crimes of their 
rulers. It was always easy to lend money, 
laws against usury are as old as the time of 
Moses, and it used to be permitted to confis- 
cate the person of the debtor who failed to

better than cure. It is better to have the 
stable-door locked when the horse-thief ar- 
rives than after he departs.

They would be content to follow humbler 
pursuits, to the great advantage of them- 
selves and the public. It is best to have 
laws that will keep these fellows out of 
temptation and enable them to make a liv- 
ing in pursuits suited to their capacity, with- 


out undertaking such great tasks as reversing?

It is espe 
cially rich in specimens of the Dutch school. A 
portrait by Rembrandt brought $17,000. 

A picture by Montegna bas been discovered 
at the Brera at Milan. It represents the Ma- 
donna and Child surrounded by heads of sing- 
ing angels. 

The Corcoran Gallery has a complete collec- 
tion of all the Presidents except Cleveland. 

A colossal bronze bust of Washington Irving 
by Frederick Beer of Brunn, Austria, is to be 
preseuted to Central Park, New York, by a cit- 
izen ot German extraction. 

The French authorities are making great ef- 
forts to carry out their plan for forming a 
large collection of portraits of painters to be 


deposited in the Louvre—a new attempt to fol- 
low the example set long ago in the Florentine 
Gallery, where more than 500 portraits have 
gradually accumulated. 

In a tomb at the necropolis of Tanagra there 
have been discovered encaustic wali-paintings 
of much interest dating probably three centu- 
ries B. C. They represent a weaving establich- 
ment, several stable implements, a horse, a 
landscape with houses, etc. 

Sir John Millais bas been exhibiting some 
twenty of his works at Manchester, where 
they are said to have created a great im- 
pression. 

Preparations are being made in Florence 
for the artistic festival which is to celebrate 
next May the third centenary of Donatello. 
The Durer bought by the Prussian Govern- 
ment is reproduced in the annual publication 
devoted ta the Royal Prussian collections. It 
is a portrait of an eariy Lutheran performer 
named Hieronymus Holzscher of Nurnberg, 
and has been in the families of descendants. 

Letters found in collections of oid English 
manuscripts in the possession of the English 
Historical Manuscript Commission prove that 
fine old stained-giass windows were commonly 
destroyed for the lead that held the glass pieces 
together. John Berry, the glazier, complains 
that it is a deal of truble to “* beatt to 
peceais’’ the glass for chat purpose. 

The collection of pictures, porceiains, glass, 
faience, bronzes, silverware, engravings, etch- 
ings, and other works of art belongmmg to the 
late Mrs. Morgan of New York is inventoried

heretofore stated. Of the etchings there are 
about $100,000 worth, and she paid one deaier 
in prints in New York City one bill of $48,000.

H. Dunumg for the 
arrest of Patrick Keily and John Minor, elec- 
tion judges ot Precinct F, Nineteenth Ward, 
charged with adjourning the count of the bal- 
jots after the same bad been commenced, a 
criminal offenso. Both men were arrested to- 
day and gave bonds in the sum of $1,000 each, 
with Cassimer Bauman as security. Michael 
Ennis, a Fourth Ward judge, charged with 
stuffing the ballot-box in bis precinct, was ar- 
rested. last night and lodgea in the Ninth 
Street Jail. Warrants are also out for other 
elecuon judges, iilegal voters, and aiders and 
abettors of illegal voting. The proceedings of 
the Police Court were this morning interrupted 
by avery important matter to every law-abiding 
citizen. Prosecutor Schwartz called the atten- 
tion of the court to a sub-committee of the 
‘Citizens’ Committee of One Hundred, who de- 
sired to present througb their attorney, E. W. 
Kittredge, charges against Chief of Police Hud- 
son. The sub-committee consisted of Messrs. 
k. W. Kittredgo, Rufus Smith, and A. B. Bene- 
dict. Mr. Kittredge addressed the court as 
follows: 

TIE CHARGE AGAINST THE CHIEF. 

„„ Tour Honor, I wish to prefer charges 
against Edwin Hudson, chief exeoutive officer 
of the court, under the provision of Sec. 6,817 
of the Onio Statutes. The 8th and 10th of 
October warrants were issued by the Clerk of 
the Police Court for the arrest of James Pat- 
terson, Officers John Crawford. Pat McHugh, 
Jonn Man on, Mike Weisb, William Woodward, 
and John Duffy, for violations of the registra- 
tion laws. which were placed in the bands of 
Hudson to be served. Now we charge Hudson 
witb williully failing to serve them. This fail- 
ure to execute the process of the court pre- 
vents the administration of justice, and we ask 
an early hearing of the charges against him.“ 

Col. Hudsoa was sent for, and, on bearing of 
the charges. made the followmg explanation: 
“I received only five warrants, which were the 
first I have ever received personalls, all others 


baving gone through the hands of my cierks. 


I followed the custom and delivered them to 
the Lieutenants of the respective districts in 
which the persons charged in the warrauts re- 
side.. Why they were not served I cannot 
Bay.” ; 
Mr. hittredge here stated that Col. Hudson 
had been notified of their not baving been 
served, and that the committee heid him per- 
song. ly responsibie. 
THE JUDGE WANTS JUSTICE. 

Judge Fitzgeraid then expressed himself as 

foliows: “The court would be absolutely 


- powerless in the protection of life or property 


if the process of the court is ignored. I can 
take no cognizance of a case until it is brought 
vefore me. I have ordered that when a person 
came before the Clerk and under oath charged 
another with a violation of the law, especially 


the election laws, a warrant suall be issued 


and the party so charged arraigned before me, 
no matter whether be be white or black, Dem- 
ocrat or Republican, politician or merchant, 
official orc tizen. But this court is powerless 
to punish offerders unless the officers do their 
duty in bringing them before the court. Tne 
Chief of Police is the officer charged with the 
responsibility of seeing that the warrants are 
served. He must use every diligence as an 
officer in seeing that they are served. He has 
stated in open court that in these cases he did 
as usual—gave the Warrants to his Lieutenants 
to de served. These Lieutenants must be 
brought here. 1 will not permit any such out- 
rage of justice asthe allowing of people to 
walk the streets unmolested while warrants 
are out for their arrest. It is contempt of this 
court and makes a farce of justice, which will 
not be tolerated. Whiie I must believe that 
Col. Hudson bas done his duty, there is a fla- 
grant dereliction of duty by some one. These 
warrants must be served forthwith, and I re- 
peat that itis an outrage of justice that men 
as wellknown as are Patterson, Manion, and 
Coleman should be allowed to go free. The 
failure to arrest them is criminal negligence. 
lam glad you gent emen called, and I will call 
your atiention to the cases already on the 
docket for violation of the Registry 
and Elcction laws, and ask you 
to take an interest in them. 
If you do that you will belp to put a stop to 
the outrages which characterize our elections. 
Depend on it, this court will do all in its power 
© put a stop to it.“ 5 

Mr. Kittredge insisted that the Chief was 
duly bound to not only send the warrants to 
the Lieutenants, but also to see them served. 
“Our process shali be against him, and the law 
provides that be shall be fined or imprisoned, 
or both, and be removed from office, if found 
Ruilty. We desire to present evidence against 
him under the statutes.” 

Col. Hudson demanded time to consult coun- 
sel. This is but the beginning of litigation re- 
sulting from Tuesday's outrages by Demo- 
cratic repeaters.

NOTES FROM THE HUB. 


A BIG DAY’S CATCH OF MACKEREL — MEET- 
ING OF PROMINENT COLLEGE EDUCAT- - 


ORS. 

Bos rox. Mass., Oct. 17.—[Special.]|—One of 
the most remarkable catches on record is 
chronicled by Capt. Melvin McLain of the 
schooner Henry Dennis of Gloucester. The 
schooner during the storm of Tuesday last 
sought the harbor of Provincetown as a port 
of refuge. During the night the gale subsided, 
but in the morning the bay was covered with a 
dense fog, which deterred the fleet from leav- 
ing the barbor in search of fish. Not so, bow- 
ever, with Capt. McLain, who, as soon as 
morning broke, got under way to look for a 
school. He sailed up Barnstable Bay to- 
ward Plymouth, and when within about 
eight miles of that ancient town the lookout at 
the foremast head gave the welcome news of 
a large school of mackerel near the vessel. Ina 
less than buif an hour 300 barreis of the fish 
were sealed and filled the schooner to the top 
of the rail. They received for their day’s 
catc h of fish $4,200. 

A very important meeting of prominent ed- 
ucators was hbeid in Boston yesterday after- 
noon and today to consider the requirements 
requisit to admit students to the colleges. 
There were present among other prominent 
men. President Eliot of Harvard, President 
Robinson of Brown University, President Por- 
ter of Yale, President Capen of Tuit’s College. 
and Prof. William Everett ot Quincy. The dis- 
cussion took a wide range, and resulted today 
in the adoption of the foilowing resolution, 
which was espoused by President Eliot and op- 
posed by President Porter: 

Resolved, That this conference urge upon the 
colleges cooperation and comity, either in accepting 
each other’s certificates of examination orin estab- 
lishing jointly an Examining Board, whose duty it 
shall be to set papers, conduct examinations, and 
issue certificates on their behaif, which certiticates 
shall be good in any callege in the syndicate. 

The following were appointed a committee to 
present resolutions to the Conference of Col- 
lege Presidents to be held this month at Dart- 
mouth: Dr. Bancroft, Mr. Collier. and Mr. 
Tetlow. On motion of President Biliot it was 
voted to send the resolution to all New En- 
gland colleges. A permanent organization was 
then formed, to be known as the New England 
Association of Colleges and Preparatory 
Schools. Officers. for the ensuing year were 
elected,

Prot. Rogers’ observations at Cambridge were 
the following: Disturbance first seen, 11:17: 
14; instant of maximum disturbance, 11:18:03; 
disturbance ceased at 11:20. The figures are 
all in the seventy-fifth meridian or “ East- 
ern” time. ‘The method used to deve 
op the existence. of vibration was the 
placing of asaucer of mercury on the solid 
cellar floor. In this mercury was a speck or 
tiaw. Upon this point was brought to bear a 
microscope of 750 magnifying powef, the 
spider line being in exact concordance with 
the flaw. The first vibration perceived was 
about a thousandth of an inch, and recurrea 
at intervals ior nearly two minutes, the great- 
est swaying of the mercury being over a space 
of one five-hundredths ot an inch.

Few visitors to the Nation’s Capital, it is to 
be presume, have failed to notice the statue of 
Wasbington there, and observe the secant sup- 
ly of clothing which the scu! ptor bas ptovided. 
attention of Mr. Park being * this 
yesterday, he sad: Yes, I noticed it the 
first time I saw the statue, and before I began 


on the Milwaukee work I made a special visit 
to Washington to again look it over. I found 
the sacred garments that Washington bad worn. 
Fromthese I made drawings, and think I have 
given my statue a respectable all-the-year- 
‘round attire, which Milwaukee people wil not 
be ashamed of.“ 
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The statue is of bronze, and was modeled by 
Mr. Park in bis studio in Florence. It was 
cast under the sculptor’s personal supervision 
at the Royal Foundry in Florence. As the 
dep 'ct- 
ed clad in the full un form of Commander-in- 
Chiet of the Continental Army. The left side 
of the mantie is gathered up and thrown over 
the arm, and the graceful folds in which the 
garment di- poses itself materially aid in reliev- 
ing the composition from harshness of outlioe. 
Mr. Park bas made his statue to represent 
Washington at about the age when he took 
command of the Continental army. For the 
bead he worked from Houdon’s bust and Gil- 
dert Stuart’s portrait. His aim has been to 
show Washington as he looked when upon the 
field and ue his soldiers knew him. The treat- 
ment of the subject is bold, vigorous, and 
original. The statue was placed on exhibition 
in Florence, and attracted wide attention. It 
won unmeasured praise from the Florentine 
Art critics. 

The order was merely for the Washington 
when it was first given. Later Miss Plankinton 
decided to place a supp'ementary group on the 
Bonument. Two figures occupy a posinon at 
the base. These are intended to picture the 
idea of an American mother teaching ber son 
the virtues of Washineton. The lad, with book 
in band, c.ings lo his mother’s garments, look- 
ing in the direction indicated by her outsretched 
band, which points to the name.

A SERIOUS ACCIDENT. 


COLLISION NEAR KANSAS CITY—MRS. J. G. 
BLAINE AND DAUGHTER PASSENGERS ON 
A DELAYED TRAIN. 

Kansas City, Mo., Oct. 17.—|Special.]—A 
rather serious railroad accident occurred on 
the other side of the Hannibal bridge this 
morning. The Rock Island passenger train 
stopped at the Harlem depot for orders. Its 
stopping caused a Hannibal freight engine, 
witb a caboose, to stop near the first overhead 
briage across the river. Ina few minutes the 
Wabash passenger crossed the bridge, and. fail- 
ing to observe the distance signals, dashed into 
the Hannibal freight engine and caboose.

A THIEVING UMPIRE. 


The Chicagos Deprived of a Game 
by a St. Louis Base-Ball 
Orank. 


The Base-Ball Joint Convention Reaches 
an Agreemeut—Bicycle Races 
in Chicago.

Sr. Lovrs, Mo., Oct. 17.—|Special.]—Honvors 
are even now. Chicago was robbed of today’s 
game by the umpire, who narrowly escaped

mick. This morning Anson was introduced to 
a ball crank named William Medart, who is an 
ardent admirer of the home team. The Chi- 
ougo Captain did not know this, and upon the 
advice of several acquaintances concluded to 
allow him to umpire the game.

Every close decision was given 
in favor of the home team uatil even the au- 
dience, whose sympathy was with the Browns, 
became disgusted at the robbery and cried 
out against it. The players of the home team 
admit that they were outplayed by the (hica- 
gos, but say that it evens up the little differ- 
ence between the clubs. A local amateur 
named Holliday was put in the field by Anson 
and Clarkson was given a rest. Neither side 
scored until the third inning, when the Browns 
made a run on Latbam’s single, a bad throw to 
second by Kelly, and Caruthers’ out at first. 
In the fifth Burns hit safe and reached second 
on a passed dull. McCormick reached first 
on Barkley’s error, and stole second, while 
Burns reached third. The latter had pienty 
time, but to the surprise of payers and spec- 
tators was declared out by the umpire. A vig- 
orous protest was entered by Anson, but it 
bad no effect, and play was resumed.

MANAGERS IN CONFERENCE. 

New York, Oct. 17.—The Conference Com- 
mittees of the National League and the Amer- 
ican Base-Ball Association continued their ses- 
sions today at the Fifth Avenue Hotel, Sbort- 
ly alter noon the committees announced that 
they bad compieted their work and were ready 
to submit their report to their respective asso- 
ciations. Then the members of the National 
League and the American Association held sep- 
arate meetings, at which the respective com- 
mittees announced the result of their confer- 
ence. It is rumored that the new agreement 
will be a complete surprise to the public as well 
as to the base-bail men of the country. 

Billy Voliz, who has seen the new agreement 
and is familiar with its contents, says that it 
will occasion a good deal of taik when it is 
made public. The agreement does away with 
the old reserve rule, which places the number 
of men at eleven, and substitutes a new rule, 
which includes all the men belonging to the 
club. If either tho league or the association 
releases a player he can not be engaged by the 
opposit organization until ten days after the 
date of his release. The clause relating to 


salaries provides that $2,000 shall be the limit. 


This, it it expected, will be the cause of much 
wrangling when the two associations meet this 
afternoon to discuss the agreement. No out- 
side organizations wili be recognized in any 
way. Oniy those clubs belonging to the league 
or the association will be dealt with. The 
league is given the rght tosecure players from 
any club en chooses. The association ba the 
same privilege. It is expected that a compe- 
tent man under a liberal salary will be engaged 
to secure piay ers for the clubs belonging to the 
league. Should this part of the agreement be 
adopted, the probabilities are that it will re- 
sult in the külmg off of the more pretentious 
pase-ball clubs in the smaller cities. 

At 2 o’clock the separate meetings took a 
brief recess. It is not expected that the busi- 
ness of the conference will be finished today.

THE EXPOSITION CLOSES.

TERDAY FINGERS ARE WORTH $1,000 


EACH. 

Mr. A. C. Story succeeded in winning one 
victory yesterday which will have to compen- 
sate him for the iuture defeat ju the Smith- 
Harrison contest. The suit in which he was 
succeastul was that of Kolb vs. The Chicugo 
Stamping Company, a case which has been on 
the docket since August, 1879. Mr. Storrs was 
attorney for the defendant, and the case was 
continued sometimes to accommodate him and 
sometimes to accommodate Mr. Story, until 
finaily it cametotrial last week.

About 
the middie of the third day tho machine in 
question took off all of three fingers of the 
r ght hand and tbe first joint of the little flu- 
ger. The father didn’t exactiy know what the 
boy was doing. He haa understood that 
he had gotten a place to do soldering. 
Some neigbvor said to him that the work 
bo was on was dangerous, and 60, 
the morning ot the very day that the 
accident happened, the fatner directed his wife 
to notify the boy to quit working there. Tho 
jury, after bearmg all the evidence, returned a 
vei det of $3,300, which is, speak roughly, 
on a basis of $1,000 tor a finger and for a 
third of the litslo finger.

Reasons Why Wages Cannot Be Generally 
Advanced at Once Suęgestions for 
Winter Weges. 


Tue conference of the Executive Board of 
the National Federation of Miners and Mine- 
Laborers and representatives of the mine- 
ownersD was resumed at tie Piasterers’ 
Fall yesterday at 2 p. m. Col W. 
p. Rend presided. The Committee on 
Resolutions presented a lengthy document 
in which, ut ter reciting the fact that the pres- 
ent convention was the result of a call for the 
purpose of learning if it were. not possible to 
make arrangements of a character that would 
do away with all causes of strikes and lockouts, 


the committee asserts its belief that this con- 


‘vention will prove to be the inauguration of a 
new era for the settlement of industrial ques- 
tions in mining regions. The history of the 
past made it apparent to every intelligent mind 
‘that strikes and lockouts were false agencies 
and brutal resorts for the adjustment of 
disputes between employing capital and 
employed labor. The committee then con- 
siders the claims of capital and 


labor, and holds that what the one should pay 


and the other receive in compensation can be 
best determined by friendly conference. The 

t standard of reward for labor bas sunk too 

by reasun of reductions during the last few 
years, and that miners geveraliy are receiving 
inadequate compensation in an employment 
full of toil and danger. It is equally true that 
widespread overproduction of coal and severe 
competition bave caused capital invested in 


mines to yield littie or no profitable returu. A 


cut in wages in one district forces a cut in 
other districts, and results in no advantage to 
any one. If the price of labor was raised to 
the standard of three years ago, the employers 
bop would occupy toward each otber the 
same relative position in point of competition 
us ut present. Such a genera! advance cannot 
be made at present owing to the fact that in 
meny districts contracts between coal oper- 
ators and their miners have been made which 


Vll last till spring, and also contracts with 


manufacturers and large consumers which will 
be in force till the same time. The committee 
therefore suggests another meeting at Pitts- 
burg Dec. 15, to take permanent action leading 
to the improvement of both interests. The 
committee appreciates that in this movement 
towurd labor concilation there will be great 
dificuities encountered, but believe they can 
be surmounted. 
SYMPATHY WITH THE MOVEMENT.

FROM CALHOUN COUNTY, ARK. |

WHAT THE CHIEF OF POLICE AND JUSTICES 

WILL DO TOWARD CLEARING THE STREETS

taking concerted action to suppress street- 
walking, Fred Ebersold, the néw Chief of Po 
lice, yesterday declared that his stand in the 
matter was a decision to stop the nuisance al- 
together, or at least severely chéck it.

toric period 6f Japanese history, known to the 


_ gtudent as the Tamanto Damashii, but of the 


renaissance. The following sketch, drawn by 
Mr. Yata Torakichi of San Francisco, gives a 
good idea of this costume: -

wars. Note the face of the Daimio. The Jap- 
nese artist sees a grim humor in displacing 
the human features by those of the lower ani- 
mals. Writers on Japanese art are divided in 


opinion as to the origin of this sentiment, but 


it probably ariees from the strong belief enter- 
tained by the Japanese of the Totemistic 
theory —that is, the power of the lower animals 
to assume human forms and, vice versa, for 
men to assume the shapes of the lower animals. 
The American red man holds this same belief— 
hence the applicability of such titles as Sitting- 
Bull, Flying-Eagie, etc. 

The fox is held in especial favor or fear— 
one can hardiy say which—by the Japs, who 
give all sorts of curious, occult powers to 
Reynard. It is strange why this should be so,

It strikes the Western mind as very strange 


u people possessing so much artistic talent 
should be so utterly destitute of what we term 
musical science. They bave, it is true, a sys- 
tem of music, but it is so much at variance 
with our ideas about it that one is justified in 
denying it a place in the musical art of the 
world. The national instrument (one might

The musimans are generally women, who 
form a class of society only one remove above 


the “demi-monde."’ And in speaking of this 


people their method of disposm of the social 
evil is worthy of passing comment. The Yosbi- 
wara is an institution devoted tothis class. It is 
under municipal government. Its inmates are 
secluded from the world almost as much as if 
they were in a convent and they are trained to 
their profession (7) trom childhood, the 
Japanese considering the mother justified 
in disposing of ber child to the 
Yoshbiwara when she is unable to pro- 
vide for it or otherwise is pressed 
by grim poverty. Says a recent writer (Dr. J. 
J. Rein): **The fallen woman in Japan is never 
found to occupy so low a position as in our 
great towns. On the contrary, the inmates of 
the Yoshiwara are not despised but pitied by 
the better classes of society; and, indeed, it is 
known that they are pursuing their degraded 
avocation from no fauit or inclination of their 
own, but at the will of their parents or nearest 
relatives, who have for the most part sod 
them in their eariy years to the proprietors of 
bouses of public resort, where they are trained 
in various branches, but more particularily in 
the arts of Aspasia, until the time arrives 
when they are old enoggh to turn them to ac- 
count.” 8 | 

Among the inmates of these palaces of vice, 
music and dancing, with sparkiing and witty 
conversauon, form part of the entertainment. 
And here the curious visitor finds the eamisen 
at home. The Geisha (gay-ee-sba) is the min- 
strel of this class. She represents the tune- 
ful nine” as weil as some other goddesses and 


plays the same part for Jap society as stringed 


orchestras do in this country. Sometimes a 
party of Geisha are invited to a “cha-ra”’ or 
restaurant to furnish entertainment, consist- 
ing of dancing, singing in nasal tones to their 
own accompaniment, andasort of histrionic 
performance, mostly in pantomime, for 


one or more rieh citizens who are 


“making a night of it.“ They are also fre- 
queutly engaged for public occasions and re- 
ligious festivals. The Geisha are often con- 
sidered beautiful by their native admirers, and 
the foreigner is occasionally inclined to indorse 
the verdict. Asa rule, however, the beauty is 
only skin deep and but poorly compares with 
the Western idea of female loveliness.

Perhaps the*most beautitul idea in the whole 


realm ot Japanese art is the effort to harmonize 


Nature, and as the outcome of all art is to in- 
spire a love for the beautiful, the true estheti- 
ois m is conserved, and is exhibited in a thousand 
different ways. These become so familiar that 
the wanderer among the curios never fails 
to appreciate them, and never wearies of thein 
constant recurrence. A vase or a pot will be 
painted to illustrate the glories of a summer's 
day, or a peep into the forest. Sometimes the 
depths of old ocean are explored and its finny 
denizens painted with such wonderful fidelity, 
such accurate fore-sbortening, as to compe! ad- 
mirahon. Now and then the animal world is 
portrayed,’ and the harmonizer will take, for 
instance, the cat and the mouse—the instinctive 
antitheses—and show these two ordinarily con- 
—— vreatures enjoying a comfortable téte- 
téte. 


The mouse is dilating on the favorit passage 
of a popular poem (for the Japanese are es- 
sentially a poetical race) to which the cat, who 
is drawing comfort from his tiny pipe, lends an 
attentive ear. 

This 16 but a solitary idea of native lore in 
the Japanesque which bas given to modern 
decorative art one of its chiefest charms. 
From such motives have arisen the place which 
this gentle nation, the Mikado's subjects, and 
their charming artistic creations have obtained 
in the capinet of the connoisseur, yes, and in 
the hearts and appreciative regard of all civil- 
zed people in the Old and New Worid.

BONDED EMPLOY ES, 


EMBEZZLEMENTS CHECKED BY THE SURETY 
CUMPANIES—“MODUS OPERANDI OF THE 
SYSTEM—A KEEN WATCH. 

New York, Oct. 17.—(Special.}—Clason Gra- 
ham drew the money on acheck for $26,000 
signed by nis employers; Spencer, Trask & Co., 
oil brokers, and took a train for Canada, but 
was stopped on the way only four hours later, 
both man and money being back in town next 
day. The quickness of suspicion and action in 
the case of a man whose reputation bad been 
rood was due tothe fact that he had given 
bonds to the firm for honesty, and his 
bondsmen were one of the several guaranty 
and fidelity companies that have lately come 
into use here in New York. These concerns 
insure employers against loss through the 


thefts of employés and. relieve the iat- 
ter of the often difficult task of 
finding available friends to take the 


risks. Not less than 6,000 men are already 
bonded in this way by the companies, among 
whom brisk rivairy bas already arisen. Visits 
to their offices show large premises and numer- 


would be requisit for merely making out the 
papers and dealing with the customers up to 
the point of completing the bonds. The ex- 
planation is that the most elaborate systems of 
watching the insured men, and registering 
their habits, is in operation; and already the 
extent and thoroughness of the espionage has 
become an acute nuisance to its subjects. To 
feel that his every action may be under sur- 
veillance by a spy is annoying in many cases 
wherein the man is well-behaved, and much 
dislike of the new order of things has devel- 
oped. But there is no escape because the ex- 
istence of the companies provides so reason- 
able an excuse for individuals to decline to be 
bondsmen that there is no escape. 

Railroad employés, bank — 4 court offi- 
cers, and all sorts of fina officials are 
chiefly the men involved. Before making the 
bonds the persons’ characters are investigated 
as fully as possible; but that is no complete 
protection, for one company has already lost 
$10,000 through Payimg-Teller Charles A.

J. Diederichs of the Laclede Bank, St. Louis, 
both of whom were above reproach ana one 
seomimgly pious. The preference is for em- 
ployés ot institutions subject to State investi- 
gation aunually rather than the bandlers of 
money for private firms. Nearly all the men 
in the New York Post-Office and over half 
those in municipal offices of finance are now 
included in the risks. The charges range 
from % to 1 per cept on the amount of insur- 
ance. The principal business is detective. 
Every insured person is watched, and very 
closely, too, if the slightest looseness of con- 
duct is observed. In the instance of Clason 
Graham. a detective reported that he was be- 
coming a lounger about town at night and ap- 
parently was spending more income than his 
salary could provide. At the moment when be 
cashed the big check aspy had him in sight 
and did not quit him until be took the cars. 
Then the detective telegraphed to the company 
that he was going to go too, and would look for 
orders at Springfleld, where the train would 
make its first stop. Hasty inquiry of 1 
Trask & Co. brought out the iact that Graham 
was absconding with $26,000, ana word was 
wired to Springfield to arrest him.

SAND-LOT INCENDIARY SPEECHES BEING 
INVESTIGATED—DISCOVERY OF CROOKED- 
NESS AMONG GOVERNMENT OFFICIALS IN 
CHINESE CERTIFICATES. 

SAN Francisco, Cal., Oct. 17.—[Special.]— 
Incendiary speeches by Dr. O’Donnell, sand-lot 
Coroner, though unheeded by the majority of 
citizens here, have begun to engage the serious 
attention of the police department. Last Sun- 
day O'Donnell anuounted that over 17,000 per- 
sons were already enrotied in bis aati-cooly 
league and would soon move against China- 
town. He stated that he had purchased 6,000 
rifies, which be would sell at cost to trust- 
worthy members of the league for the pur 
pose, as be expressed it, of protecting our 
homes against Chinese. After learning that 
O'Donnell had actualiy bought rifies, Chief 
of Police Crowley, who firmly believes 
the Coroner will cause a riot 
this winter, proceeded to organize 100 
members of the force into militia companies. 
These picked men will be armed with repeat- 
ing rifles, drilled in the manual of arms, and 
are expected to do effective service in case of 
an emergency, which is not unlikely to occur. 

Last Thursday Frank J. Hawes, Day In- 
spector of Customs, who is engaged in exam- 
ining the certificates of Chinese departing from 
this port or entering it, called on Naval-Officer 
Stuart M. Taylor and presented information 
that Deputy United States Marsbal Mellus bad 
approached him and attempted to bribe him to 
allow Chinamen to leave the steamer Newbern, 
which sailed Wednesday for Guaymas. Deputy 
Marshal Mellus, according to Inspector Hawes’ 
statement, informed the Inspector that he 
could get $80 for letting Chinamen slip back to 
shore, ana if the Inspector would assist in the 
scheme he would get half the brive. This offer 
Inspector Hawes said he rejected. Investiga- 
tion into this matter has resulted, it is alleged, 
iu the suspension of the Deputy Marsbal, be- 
sides discoveries of crookedness in the met h- 
ods of issuing certificates to departing Chinese, 
entitiing them to return to this country. It 16 
asserted that certificates have been issued to 
Chinese Who never went to Chida, but who, act- 
ing as dummies, get up their certificates 
for a small consideration, These certificates 
are sent on to China to confederates at Hong 
Kong and sold to coolies desirous of coming to 
this country. Some Chinese coniedevrates 
bought up certificates of all old Chinamen re- 
turning for good to China, and sold the docu- 
ments to coolies. Such certificates were mark- 
ed with a private mark, intelligible to the 
officials at this side engaged in the conspiracy, 
and the coolies hold ing such fraudulent certifi- 
cates slipped in. This Exposure directly im- 
plicated Inspector Ciprico and Registration 
Clerk Boyd, both of whom have been retired. 
Other custom-house officials are also accused 
ot crookedness. Sweeping changes are ex- 
pected soon. 

In the United States District Court in admi- 
ralty William Stephens and James Campbell, 
owners of the British ship Earl of Dalhousie, 
have flied alibel against the steam-tug Relief, 
owned by J. D. Spreckels & Co. They allege 
that May 12, as the ship was lying at the 
wharf of the Union Iron-Works, the tug came 
to tow her to Oakiand, and that while on the 
way by carelesness of the master of the tug 
the ship was capsized and sunk. The fi. 
belants affirm that their expenses in raising 
the ship were $25,500, while the cost of fitting 
ber for sea, they think, will not de less than 
$75,000. All this they claim in damages from 
Spreckels & Co. The case is without a prece- 
dent on this coast, and is exciting much inter- 
est in maritime circles.

MUSIC. 


ENGLISH AND AMERICAN MUSICAL PROG- 
RESS COMPARED—AMBERICAN OPERA. 

From the death of Mendelssohn until very 
recently England was almost wholly outside 
of the currentof the world’s musical develop- 
ment. The German successors of the charm- 
ing composer of Elijah soon burst the nar- 
row bonds of the sentimental and pleasing, 
which confined his art, and set up in place of 
his overthrown temples a new heaven and a 
new earth, in which Schumann, Liszt, and 
Wagner were the apostles, prophets, and chief 
corner-stones. This entire phase of progress 


was already a foregone conclusion from the. 


productive ferment set in operation by Paga- 
nini, Berlioz, Schumann, and the earlier works 
of Wagner. 

The world did move; there was a change of 
morning stars. When the noise of this great 
common contiict could no longer be shut out. 
English musicians were compelled to pause for 
a littie in their questions of ‘** vestments,’ 
** ecclesiastical style, antiphons, etc., and 
take sides in a quarrel whose merits they bad 
3 in their Mendelssohn worship. 

ithin the last ten years, practicaily, the bat- 
tle has been decided. In hearing Wagner. 
Liszt, and Berlioz, English connoisseurs have 
at length come to understand Schumann, the 
deeper Beethoven, and Bach. Englisb musical 
taste begins to be catholic. Writers of music 
are coming to the front whose productions 
evince not only technical schooling of the mod- 
ern sort, but also a genuine musical Phantasic 
to use the German term)—in other words, 

ancy and imagination—a natural activity of 
mind of which the writings are nothing more 
than fugitive extracts. 

Upon the whole we may concede that the 
English did well in drawing the line for so many 
years at Mendelssohn. During the interregnum 
they were notidie. The English people were 
learning to sing, and to sing laus Deo in their 
own language. English glees and part+songs, 
resting upon the beginnings of their old com- 
posers, became more vocal. The beauties of 
vocal effect were studied, and the result bas 
been a large literature of part-songs of poetic 
quality, Thus, in the appreciation of vernacu- 
lar texts and in the recognition of the ability 
of music to transiate the words emotionaliy 
and 10 idealize them, was laid a corner-stone 
ofa school of national music. The Englisb 
pallad, the Gilbert and Sullivan operas, and 
the choral cantatas of such writers as Cowen, 
Gormg, Thomas, etc., are the fruits of this 


wth. . 

— a different set of influences has 
been at work in the same direction as the prog- 
ress in Germany. A1 English musicians of 
any considerable ability study more or less in 
Germany and there come in contact with the 
new music. Someof them, like Sir Arthur 
Sullivan (who studied at Leipsic),resisted man- 
fully; but when Bülow and Hans Richter 
were aliowed to train their Wagner artillery 
upon the inner citadel of London further re- 
sistance became useless. The musical island 
broke from its moorings and henceforth must 
drift with the stream of the worid’s progress. 

It does not follow from this that English 
music will become exactly like that of Ger- 
many, France, and Italy. Music is more than 
a play of sounding tones. Were it not it 
might still have abundaut room for national 
color in the purely mechanical variations of 
rbytom and mode. But it is more. Music 
has the power of expressing feeling. National 
music, therefore, wül differ just as national 
consciousness differs. A nation forever striv-

position remains the simple bailad of Dr.

It is quite sure that out of nothing nothmg 
comes. Our. youth must Acar music before 
they can think music; and they must taink 
aoe in abundance before they can compose 
music. 

It will be seen, also, that America has not 
yet reached the stage in which there is a popu- 
lar appreciation of music as such. Public ap- 
preciation is in an apprentice stage. The 
building 1s so incomplete that no one thinks of 
omg through it; the most ambitious merely 
* over nt upon the staging. The staging 

y which Americans appreelate musio are 
various—such as the text, the name of the 
composer, some romancing Ananias' story of 
how the composer came to write it, etc. A 
festival organization 1s & staging of this kind. 
Fifty thousand doliars is a platiorm big enough 
to appreciate many things upon. 

Mrs. Thurber’s great scheme of American 
opera 1s only a platform constructed with 
National publicity (and with a biowing of 
rams'-dorns which may- have been providen- 
tially ordained) for the purpose of hastening 
the day of genuine American self-respect in 
music. But after all her scheme is little more 
than an outward sign of an inward work,“ as 
the catechism has it. American opera” 
came some time ago, without Mrs. Thurber’s 
observation. Caroline Richings, Clara Louise 
Kellogg, and Emma Abbott have rolled up 
many a pretty penuy by means of grand opera 
sung wainly by Americans and (taking the 
librettos as a whole) in the American language. 
Light opera in the vernacular has a stronger 
hold in America then in England. Con- 
sider the countiess ** Mikados,” ** Patiences,"’ 
**Pinpatores,” Black Hussars,” etc. All of 
these, aided by the Thomas migrations, the lo- 
cal festivals. societies, and the like, are fast 
making this country musical. The lightest of 
these light operas uses musicin a truer way 
than the best of so-called popular Ameri- 
can com positon. ‘ 

This kind of growth cannot be burried. The 
coming American composers must have time 
to grow. Or to change the figure it may be 
said that the ship is under good headway. 
There is nothing for it but to take the sun 
and stars now and then, keep all the sails 
drawing, and bold ber as she is. The port will 
be reached in due time.

EVENING DRESS—BODICES. 

A beautiful evening dress exhibited last week 
asa model for a dancing toilet was made of 
white satin, with a stripe of white embroidered 
silk muslin alternating. The short skirt was 
fullin the back and gored on the front and 
sides. A very wide scarf of white watered 
silk was draped graccfuily across the skirt 
front, ending in a large bow, with very long 
ends, in the back. The bodice was of the 
striped goods, high to the throat, and with long 
sleeves, but fitted snugly over a second iow- 
necked sleeveless bodice of white satin. With 
this were bretelles of garnet velvet, terminat- 
ing in a sharp point as they reached the beit. 
These panels, for a blonde, might be made of 
pale blue velvet, but the dark red, on the 
shimmering white material, is much more strik- 
ing. These velvet bretelles are quite in vogue 
in Paris, and are preferred upon forms at all 
stoutto the jaunty, sleeveless Russian and 
other cut-off jackets of velvet and plush so 
popuiar last season and this. 

A pretty addition is made tosome of the 
French bodices tor home wear under the guise 
of a high ruffle of Jace carried over the chest, 
where it widens gradually, ana is finished off 
by corselet drapings of surah. When worn it 
isintended that these folds shall be met by a 
deep Swiss belt passing around the waist, and 
completed at the back by a broad sash. Poppy- 
red merveileux and striped satins, in various 
gay combinations, are in great vogue for the 
purpose. 

DRAPINGS—HOUSE DRESSES AND DEMI- 
TOILET. 

No draping is more fashionable just at pres- 
ent than that arranged en cascade, it being ap- 
plicable to overdresses and also to panel ef- 
tects and back draperies. In the latter case 
tne plaits he flat, or there may de one deep 
full box-plait in the centre and kilts at each 
side. The edges are sinped so that when it is 
araped it falls in zigzag folds, the under side 
being lined with a deeper or bright contrasting 
color, the two fabrics showing alternately in 
the cascade of tne plants. The sleeve trim- 
mings and corsage adornings are then ar 
ranged to havea similar effect, cascaded folds 
often being piaced just over the line where 
the narrow vest and sides of the corsage meet.

A gay and becoming dress for demi-toilet is 
made of red and black striped satin, with a 
tiny red piaiting around the bottom of the skirt.

A long pointed bodice is jaced closely over a vest 
of plain red surah vehed with { Spanish 
lace. The sletyes show a tty mixture of 
striped satin, plain surab, and black lace frills. 
Bilk serge in plain red also forms another chic 
toilet, with basque and tunic or polonaise of 
gray silk serge dotted with red chenille. 


UNDERWEAR. 

Pure, tine silk fibre underwear is one of the 
many luxuries of the weather, and among the 
costly novelties in these luxurious Parisian 
goods are suite knitted in heavy ribs, and so 
proportioned as to incase the form like a well- 
fitted jersey. Ladies of taste invariaoly choose 
those made wholly in white, with perhaps a 
ribbon of pale blue or other color run through 
the fancy knitted edges at the tops of the vests; 
but there are any number of suits showing a 
mixture of four different colors on one gar 
ment, each shade by itself and forming one- 
quarter of the vest. These, however, have too 
much of a bariequin appearance to be pieasing, 
though they are quite as expensive as the svlid 
white ones. Next in price come gracelully- 
shaped, regular-wade goods of spun silk, cost- 
ing less than balf the price of the pure bre; 
and tollowing these grades are suits in lisie 
thread, cashmere, light-weigüt merinos, union 
suits, and, iastiy, the comfortable Baibriggzan 
garment, which, to those who cannot afford 
silk, is the most desirable of all woven under- 
wear for persons who dislike any contact of 
wool with the body. The prices of the latter 
garments range from $1.25 to $4, but they will 
outlast many times the ordinary qualities of 
underwear. 

WRAPS. 

Many of the new cloth pelisses exhibited this 
season are reproductions of the shapes worn 
last year, these fitting the figure with the 
trimness of the jersey, showing a single dart in 
tront, with full plaitings or heavy gathers in 
the back. More novel wraps, however, are 
cut with a loose sacque front, either single or 
double breasted, but adjusted snugly in the 
back, with a choice in the sleeve of one cut in 
close coat fashion, loose or square, orin bishop 
shape, the fuliness gathered in at the waist. 
The checked cloths of mingled brown, cardi- 
nal, green, and gold and the English tome- 
spuns are made up in varied Gladstone, New- 
market, Battenberg, and pelisse shapes, many 
of which are finished in the back with a long, 
flat-pointed hood, gayly lined.

AN EARLY-DAY HANGING, 


THAT OF ELIZABETH REED, THE FIRST 
WOMAN EXECUTED IN THE STATE OF 
ILLINOIS. 
LAWRENCEVILLE, III., Oct. 15,—[Special Cor- 

respondence. | 

E youre Aye. Sie en oF 
Hl Zo all Southern Illinois and 
a large part of that por- 

tion of Southern Indi- 
ana known as the 
“Pocket,” together 
with many of those in 

Western Kentucky, be- 
gan to travel, drawn by 


one moving force, until 
they were massed in one immense body on the 
eastern outskirts of this old town. The warm 
sunlight of the 28th day of May, 1845, shone 
down upon a woman clothed entirely in white, 
who looked into the taces of 20,000 people 
while she heard her own funeral preached for 
over an hour. Her point of vantage was a 
scaffold built with grim humor upon the bor- 
der of Purgatory, a piece of low land, so called 
because its mud was so hard to get through. 
In front of ber rose a hili covered with human 
beings drawn, some of them, a hundred miles 
to see a woman hanged. In that throng were 
men, women, and children in equal pro- 
portion, ana yet in the quiet incline 
of faces there was not one that had for her a 
word of sympathy. Kentucky chivairy, front- 
ier gallantry, and womanly pity all were over-. 
come by ber crime. 


THE GREEN-EYED MONSTER. 

Elizabeth Reed lived with her husband near 
Palestine, Crawford County. At 40 she seems 
to have been a woman capable of al- 
most -apytbing. She lived and loved 
with an intensity which was perhaps 
not properly appreciated in the Sgypt 
of those days. She became jealous. Whether 
ber jealousy was well founded no one knows. 
Sbe mixed arsenic with her husband's food, 
smiled, tenderly nursed him, wept at his 
funeral, was suspected, indicted, arrested, and 
put into jail—al! within a short period of time. 
At the trial it was proved that the-murder was 
long premeditated and coolly planned. She 
was a woman of energy, and she promptly set 
fireto the Orawford County Jail; bat she 
failed to either escape or die, and was brought 
down here and confined in the brick jail, which 
still holds prisoners—until afew days before 
court convenes. 

A change of venue brought her trial here, 
too, and the élite of the bar of Illinois wit- 
nessed her plea of not guilty and ber convic- 
tion of murder in the first degree. The Judge, 
William Wilson, the rst in this county, after- 
ward sat upon the Supreme Bench. The Pros- 
ecuting Attorney, Aaron Shaw, represented 
this district in the last Congress. One of her 
attorneys afterward became Gov. Wright: the 
other, W. F. Linder, became well known at the 
Chicago bar. The jury was Composed of the 
most solid men in the county, one of 
whom was afterward murdered mys- 
teriously. The trial lasted three 
days, and the court-room was jammed 
with a silent audience. April 28, 1845, the 
jury broughtin a verdict of guilty, and the 
Judge said: 

* The judgment of the law and the court is 
that you, Elizabeth Reed, be taken from bepnce 
to the place of your confinement, and that the 
23d day of May next you be taken from 
thence to some convenient place within one 
mile of this court-house, and there be hanged 
by the neck until you are dead; and that the 
Snerif! execute this sentence; and may the 
Lord have mercy on your soul.“ 

A 8TOIC. 

The first woman. sentenced to death in III. 
nols, or, perhaps, in the Northwest territory, 
received her doom like a stoic, never changing 
a muscle of her countenance, She was guarded 
in the court-house after court adjourned, and 
one woman in particular labored bard for ber 
soul’s salvation. At last the condemned said 
she was saved, and from that time to the 
moment of her death she displayed a very 
emotional religious life. She was baptized in 
the Embarras River by the Rev. John Seed, a 
pioneer Methodist minister. Public sentiment, 
however, was entirely against her. 

As the day of execution approached the birds 
saw the whule population within a radius of a 
hundred miles moving towards Lawrenceville. 
In farm-wagons, on horseback, afoot, the neb- 
ulous popuiation gradually concentrated into 
one mass. The women came ana brought the 
ohlldren to be held upon the sboulders of the 
meu. Men now gray-baired affirm that it is 
not an exaggeration to say that that 23d of 
May nota soul in Lawrence County was at 
bome. Such a crowd has never since been seen 
in this part of the State. 

The scaffold was built of rough timber, and 
was a simple affair. A braced beam, project- 
ing from asingie post, had the noose dangling 
at its end. The trap was held up by a smaller 
rope which ran over a pulley in the brace and 
was fastened to the floor behind, where the 
Sheriff cut it with an ax. 

DYING HAPPY. 

The most “convenient piace for the execu- 
tion was at the foot of the hill which runs parallel 
with the river bere, as elsewhere throughout 
the Wabash system. Mrs. Reed rode from the 
jail to this place on her coffin, and by ber side 
sat a woman, still living, who bad devoted 
much time to ber religious training since ber 
sentence. The murderess was dressed in a 
long white robe, not unlike the ascension robes 
of the Millerites, with not a bit of color to 
relieve its purity. In the face of the popuiace 
which filled that natural ampbitheatre she 
mounted the scaffold singing hymas and cry- 
me out that she trusted in the Lord. With 
nothing but sickening crime ia her past, she 
died as though sbe had thes ning sense 
of a mission tulfiiied which upheld Joan of Aro 
and Charlotte Corday. While the Methodist 
minister preached a long funeral discohrse 
she acted as if she were in the amen corner of a 
log church and indorsed all the preacher said. 
Her fervid responses alone disturbed the per- 
fect quietude of the scene; the multitude re- 
mained perfectly silent. When the long cere- 
monies were finished she firmly stepped upon 
the trap, a black cap drawn over ber bead in- 
tensifying the whiteness of ber robes. The

cannot be better determined than by remarks 
made to me within a few days by members of 
firms engaged in general trade, H. B. Clafiia 
told me, tor instance, when I asked about the 
dry-goods trade of his house, that they had 
never made larger sales than they were mak- 
ing atthe present time.

Coast and other National defenses are oc- 
cupying the attention of American statesmen 
to a considerable extent. Thereare now three 
Government investigations of such matters in 
progress. There is a board of army and navy 
officers, of which the Secretary of War is the 
Chairman, and which had a pleasant junket at 
Newport last summer. Then there is a House 
Committee, of which Mr. Randall is Chai: man. 
which has just got together at Phiiadeiphia, 
and a Senate Committee, of which Gen. Joseph 
R. Hawley is Chairman, which has been at 
work for some months in the specific direction 
of ascertaining whether we can make heavy 
armamentin this country. The defenseless 
condition of the great ports of this cvuntry as 
against modern gunnery is one of. the things 
that must be met in Congress this winter. it 
would be possible for England, with a fleet of 
her modern ships of war armed with modern 
guus, to take possession of and levy tribute on 
any large seaport of this country. The fact 
that there is no present possibility of such an 
act does not lessen the necessity tor meusures 
to strengthen our fortifications, coast and 
otherwise.

Gen. Hawley’s committee met here last 
week for a day to compare notes. They have 
not decided upon a report and will not do so 
until they have conferred with the other com- 
mittee and the board to see if they cannot 
agree upon a similar report from ali of them. 
One of the members of the committee is Sena- 
tor Aldrich of Rhode Island. He is deeply in- 
terested in the investigations that have been 
going on. Hesaid to me yesterday: It is re- 
markable what adyances have been made in 
scientific warfare in the last ten and even five 
years. The contest between ordnance and ar- 
mor has been definitly decided in favor of ord- 
nance. Of that there can be no question. We 
used to think that the old Parrott.and Rodman 
guns were uncommonly long. They are. 
short indeed compared with the big guns now 
made. The length is now determined by 
the diameter of bore. Thirty diameters is the 
latest rule. Thus a tweive-inch gun is thirty 
feet in length. They make them forty-odd 
feet long of the larger bores. Such a gun 
could not be handled on board a snip under the 
old muzzie-loading process, but it is easy 
enough on the breech-loading plan. On the 
large English ships the gun carriages are 
operated by hydraulic power. One man with 
his band to the levers can do all the work that 
it used to take a small army of men to do. 
Power is used even to handle the loads and ele- 
vate or depress the gun. Nothing can with- 
stand these heavy guns. The only thing is to 
get out of their way. The ship cannot be made

I asked Senator Aldrich how it was possi- 
ble for this country to arm itself. He replied: 
By turnishing the plant for makine guns of 
this size.

Pennsylvania where y could dothe work, 
where they make the steel, but which lack 
simply the tools for this especial branch of in- 
dustry. Thatis what the Government must 


supply. It will cost $1,000,000 to $2,000,000 to 
create such a plant. There would be no difii- 
culty after that. Weare spending now a great 


deal of money every year to repair and make 


over guns that in my opinion is literally 
thrown away, for the reason that, when made 
over, the guns are stillfar behind the require- 
ments of modern armament. Our investiga- 
tions have been extensive. Gen. Hawley has 
been abroad this sunimer and visited ali the 
great gun foundries, and we have visited all 
the steel- manufacturing centres of this coun- 
try. The mass of information we have gath- 
ered will make two large volumes. As to steel 
itself, there is no doubt that Wbitmore’s proc- 
ess is much better than the old hammered-

The question of the preservation of wood 
used for docks and piling has become au im- 
portant factor of cost in commerce. The action 
of water on wood, and the destructiveness of 
the teredo-worm, when considered in connec- 
tion with the rapid depletion of the forests of 
the country, making lumber costly, have has- 
tened invention to preserve such timbers from 
both sources of decay. I was talking with a 
member of the Dock Commission. the other 
day, when he said to me that creosoting seemed 
to be the only remedy, but was too costly. Col. 
W. P. Canaday, Sergeant-at-Arms of the United 
States Senate, tells me that the. people of bis 
State, North Carolina, have beyond question 
solved the problem. They have immense for- 


ests of pine, and their shipping interests are 
large. The average life of timber in docks at 


Wiimington has been about two or three years. 


In that time the teredo-worm would literally 
perforate any piece of wood put into tne water. 
The remedy is carbonizing the wood by charring 
the surface and then filling it with creosote. 
For the latter purpose they bave at Wilmington 
great retorts into which they put fifteen or 
twenty logs: The retorts are then ciosed and 
pressure put on by which the creosote is forced 


into all the pores of the wood. They get twenty 


pounds of solid oils into each square foot of 
timber. It has been tested until Capt. Eads 
declares he believes it will last a hundred 
years, ana De Lesseps bas within a year taken 
ship-loads to Panama for use on the great canal.

Last week's real-estate market was, as to in- 
quiry and sale, the most active one we have 
had this year. There were many large trans- 


‘aotions which covered several varieties of 


property and in several parts of the city and 
suburbs. The sales of the smaller lots for 
building purposes have fallen into the back- 
ground, and purchases of the higher-priced 
land and buildings advantageously situated for 
investment are the feature. No particular lo- 
cality can be named as the favorit, but it will 
be noticed that there have been some very 
good trades on the West Side which has bere- 
tofore attracted less attention than other 
quarters. Boulevard property continues to 
command the notice of some of our best buy- 
ers. The transfers in that direction are not all 
over yet by any means. The recent purchases 
on Drexel and Grand boulevards have led to 
the surmise that there is some scheme brewing 
in that vicinity, but there is probably nothing 
very new.
